VWHEREAS, It has been proposed that county highways and
township roads should be able to withstand weights of up to

80, 000 pounds; and

VWHEREAS, There are 16,500 mles of county highways and
73,500 mles of township and road district roads in the State

of Illinois; and

VWHEREAS, An 80,000 pound capacity is necessary only for
that portion of the road actually wutilized by vehicles of
that weight, such as the 2-mle portion of a 5-mle county
hi ghway that |ies between a farmor other business and the

near est 80, 000 pound capacity hi ghway; and

WHEREAS, The <cost of inprovenents necessary to bring
county hi ghways and township roads to a capacity of 80,000
pounds wll vary from area to area as a result of factors
including present road surface, soil type, and weather

condi ti ons; and

WHEREAS, A study is needed to determne the nunber of
mles of county highways and township roads, including the
bri dges on those hi ghways and roads, that actually need to
wi t hst and wei ghts of up to 80,000 pounds, as well as the cost
of the inprovenents necessary to achieve that capacity;

therefore be it

RESOLVED BY THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATI VES OF THE
NI NETY- SECOND GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF ILLINO S, that
we direct the Illinois Departnent of Transportation, in
cooperation with county and township road comm ssioners, to
conduct a study to determ ne the nunber of mles of county
hi ghways and townshi p roads that need to wi thstand wei ghts of
80, 000 pounds and the cost of the inprovenents necessary to

achi eve that capacity; and be it further
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RESCLVED, That the study should focus on |ow volune
farmto-market and rural business-access roads and should
categorize those roads according to their volune of 80, 000
pound | oads and other traffic on a daily, nonthly, and

seasonal basis; and be it further

RESOLVED, That the Secretary of Transportation report the
Department's findings to the General Assenbly by the first

day of the fall 2001 veto session; and be it further

RESOLVED, That a suitable copy of this Resolution be

delivered to the Secretary of Transportation.
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
